The importance of Sacramento and 
her position as the keystone to tke 
commerce of the great Sacramento val- 
ley, have not escaped the attention of 
observing people elsewhere, however 
much citizens at home have neglected 
to take advantage of these advan- 
tageous conditions. No city on the 
Pacific coast can show a surer destiny, 
for the sufficient reason that nature 
has not elsewhere arranged fora great 
city as she has here. 

ong those who have not been slow 
to recognize the city’s importance and 
the inevitableness of her future great- 
ness is the capitalistic combination of 


- Bostonians, organized under the name 


of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
Company. The Bee is able to announce, 
‘with considerable show of authority, 
that the Atlantic and Pacific road will 
be running into Sacramento within 
thirty months, or as much earlier 
as energy and capital can make it. 
| LINE OF THE ROAD. 
The Atlantic and Pacific is already 
built as faras Mojave Station, in Kern 
County. Engineers are now running 
lines from Mojave, with an objective 
point at about where San Joaquin City 
now stands, on the banks of the San 
Joaquin river, near the boundary line 
between San Joaquin and Stanislaus. 
Thence the road will be run through 
San Joaquin, via Stockton, to Sacra- 
mento, which will be the terminus. 


The company have not determined 


whether 24 hoe line up the east or 
west side of the San Joaquin river, 
or, if they have so determined, they 
have kept the matter quiet. But that 
is a question that does not materially 
affect Sacramento, which is chiefly in- 
terested in having the railroad come 
here. Whether it shall be run on the 
east or west side of the San Juaquin, it 
will tap the great counties of Kern, 
Tulare, Fresno, Merced, Stanislaus and 
San Juaquin, and skirt along within 
traveling distance of San Luis Obispo, 
Monterey, San Benito and Santa Clara. 
It is reasonably certain that the At-

SENATOR STANFORD'S HINT. 
At the recent conference between 
Senator Stanford and a delegation of 
Sacramento citizens, the president of 
the Southern Pacific spoke glowingly 
of the 9 ts of Sacramento’s 

owth. hile he did not distinctly 
eclare that the Atlantic and Pacific 


would build to this city, he did convey 


the significant intimation of that fact 
contained in the word:: No road can 
come into Northern California without 
including Sacramento.“ Senator Stan- 
ford never speaks in enigmas, and had 
there been no probabilit of another 
road coming here he would hardly have 
given voice to such an expression. 
WHAT ANOTHER ROAD MEANS. 

The benefit of another transconti- 
nental railroad coming here from the 
south, and with its terminus here, can 
hardly be estimated before the fruition 
ofthe plan. The enlargement of the 
trade area by its almost limitless exten- 
sion southward is a consideration in 
itself enough to attract the attention 
of the business community. But it is 
not the greatest of the benefits that 
must come from the road’s intro- 
duction. Sacramento will be the actual 
terminus of a great overland railroad. 
Here will come the vast eastern business 
of the great empire of Northern Cali- 
fornia. The merchants of Marysville 
Chico, Colus ed Bluff, Redding and 
every other @orthern town clear up to 
the shadow of Shasta, who ship from 
the East, will order their goods to Sac- 
ramento and thence they will be dis- 
tributed to their owners all around us, 
to the north and east and west. To 
handle a business whose possibilities 
now can be but faintly imagined, will 
require terminal facilities of enormous 
proportions, depots, freight sheds 
and an army of employes whose 
numbers can not be estimated. To 
be a terminus of an overland road 
means a distinct commercial individu- 
ality for the city—an independent com- 
mercial existence. It means a whole- 
some rivalry between the great trans- 
portation corporations, and valuable 
accessions to the business communities, 
a name and fame throughout the whole 
country and metropolitan facilities and 
standing that will take off the sneer of 
an “‘interior’’ town and compel due 


from our haughty neighbor 
by the sea.

Can a Husband Open His Wife's 
Letters? 
[Charles Dudley Warren in Harper's Maga- 
zine. 

That would depend, many would 
Say, upon what kind of a husband he 
is. Butit cannot be put aside in that 
flippant manner, for it is a legal right 
that is in question, and it has recently 
been decided in a Paris tribunal that 
the husband has the right to open the 
letters addressed to his wife. Of course, 
in America, an appeal would instantly 
be taken from this decision, and per- 
haps by husbands themselves: for in 
this world rights are becoming so im- 
partially distributed that this privi-

lege granted to the husband might 
at once be extended to the 
wife, and she would read all his 


business correspondence, and his busi- 
ness is sometimes various and compli- 

cated. The Paris decision must be 
based upon the familiar formula that 

man and wife are one, and that that 
one is the husband. If a man has the 
right to read ali the letters written to 

his wife, being his property by reason 

of his ownership of her, why may he 

not have a lega cy to know all that 
is said to her he question is not 

whether a wife ought to receive letters 

that her husband may not read, or 

listen to talk that he may not hear, 

but whether he has a sort of lordship 

that gives him privileges which she 

does not enjoy. In our modern 

notion of marriage, which is getting 

itself expressed in statute law. mar- 

riage is supposed to rest upon mutual 

trust and mutual rights. In theory 

the husband and wife are still one, and 

there can nothing come into the life of 

one that is not shared by the other; in 

fact, if the marriage is perfect and the 

trust absolute, the personality of each 

is respected by the other, and each is 

freely the judge of what shall be con- 
tributed to the common confidence; and 

if there are any concealments it is well 
believed that they are for the mutual 

good. If every one were as perfect in 

the marriage relation as those who are 

reading these lines the question of the 
wife’s letters would never arise. The 
man trusting his wife would not care 

to pry into any little secrets his wife 
might have, or bother himself about her 
correspondence; he would know, in- 
deed, that if he had lost her real affec- 
tion a surveillance of her letters could 
not restore it. 

Perhaps it is a modern notion that 
marriage is a union of trust and not of 
suspicion, of expectation of faithful- 
ness the mere there is freedom, at any 
rate, the tendency, notwithstanding the” 
French decision, is away from the com- 

mon-law suspicion and tyranny toward 
a higher trust is an enlarged freedom. 

And it is certain that the rights cannot 
all be on one side and the duties on the 

other. If the husband legally may com- 

pel his wife to show him her letters, the 


privilege to the wife. But, without 
pressing this point, the Drawer holds 
strongly to the sacredness of corre- 
spondence. The letters one receives are 
in one sense not hls own. They con- 
tain the confessions ofanother soul, the 
confidences of another mind, that 
would be rudely treated if given any 
sort of publicity. [This is one reason 
why some communications to the 
Drawer never see the light.] And, 
while husband and wife are one to each 
ther, they are two in the eyes of other 
ple, and it may well happen that a 
riend will desire to impart somethin 
to a discreet woman which she woul 
not intrust to the babbling husband of 
that woman. Every lifé must have its 
own privacy, and its own place of re- 
tirement. e letter is, of all things, 
the most personal and intimate thing. 
Its bloom is gone when another 


opened by another person. One might 
as well wear second-hand clothing as 
t a second-hand letter. Here, then, 
sa sacred right that ought to be re- 
spected, and can -be respected without 
any injury to domestic life. The habit 
in some ‘families for the members to 
show each other’s letters is a most dis- 
enchanting one. It is just in the 
family, between persons most intimate, 
that these delicacies of consideration 
for the privacy of each ought to be 
most respected. No one can estimate 
robably how much of the delicacy of 
eeling has been lost to the world by 
the introduction of the postal-card. 
Anything written on a postal-card has 
no personality; it is banal, and has 
as little power of charming any 
one who receives it as an adger- 
tisement in the newspaper. is 
not simply the cheapness of the co 
munication that is vulgar, but the pub- 
licity of it. One may have penne 
only a cent’s worth of affection to send, 
but it seems worth much more when 
inclosed in an envelope, We have no 
doubt then that on general principles 
the French decision is a mistake, and 
that it tends rather to vulgarize than 
to retain the purity and delicacy of the 
marriage relation. And the judges, so 
long even as men only occupy the 
bench, will no doubt reverse it when 
the logical march of events forces upon 
them the question whether the wife 
may open her husband’s letters.

KNICKNACKS FOR MEN. 


Costly Trinkets Provided for New 
York's Jeunesse Doree.““ 
[New York Herald.] 


A multitude of trinkets, some of 


them bearing an appearance of utility, 
have recently appeared in the jewelers’ 
stores, and show the luxurious tastes 
of men of today. Among these is a 
pocket pencil costing 8150. This is set 
along the length of the handle with 
four rows of rubies, sapphires and dia- 
monds. A jeweled pocket-knife that 
costs $40 is set with a ruby and a sap- 
phire on one side and a ruby and a dia- 
mond on the other. For $43 the pur- 
chaser can obtain a knife with a heavy 
old handle in raised work with rococo 
nish, or a golden handle worked in 
imitation of alligator skin. 

Novel styles in match boxes in gold 
and silver are specially fancied. A 
match box in rough gold, and having 
the form of a tree stump, with the 
smooth, oblique upper surface set with 
rubies, diamonds and sapphires, costs 
$50; the same price is paid for a match 
box in silver chased with lilies of the 
valley, and oxydized. A more simple 
style, with white satin finish and gold 
inlaid is $20. 

For a cigar cutter in gold, with dia- 
monds, sapphires and rubies, a bvyer 
draws his check for $50. Cigarette 
boxes in silver and etched cost $15. 
Handsome liquer flasks for traveling 
uses are frequently in silver, finely 
etched. One of these, costing $45, 
shows a beautifully executed design of 
wild geese. 

Inkstands, with repousse silver top, 
are purchased for 860. A key in the 
form of a wishbone or a coiled rope 
costs $15. An ivory paper-cutter, with 
a handle colored in varying brown tints 
with fire and acid and ‘inished with 
wrought silver clamp, is obtained for 
$24. Pocket corkscrews, etched with 
apple blossoms and oxydized, are 86.50. 
and little gold-lined stamp boxes, dec- 
orated with are 36. 

The masculine fancy in jewelry is 
seldom represented in the use of brace- 
lets, although one young man was re- 
cently seen shopping with this form of 
adornment on both wrists. Enamel 
studs in dark or light blue, white, pink 
or other color, centered by a jewel 
— are an approved form of their 
class. Frequently, with or without the 
diamond, the surface is frosted by elus- 
ters of minute gold dots, arranged to 
suggest miniature forget-me-nots. 
Linked studs for cuffs are sometimes 
in cloisonne of square, roynd or oval 
shape, and a platinum decoration on a 
gold mat background is among the 
latest fancies. The diamond collar- 
button, in constant wear, costing some- 
times $100, is in plain English setting.

“Louisiana Native Guards,“ enlisted 
by order of Gen. Butler. The name 
was changed by him to Corps 
d' Afrique, and afterward the desig- 
nations of these regiments became, by 
order of the War Department, the 
Seventy-third, Seventy-fourth, Seventy- 
fifth and Seventy-sixth United States 
Colored Infantry. The dates of 
the completion of their organi- 
zation were September 27, October 12 
and November 24, 1862, and March 6, 
1863, respectively. In Kansas the or- 
ganization of the First Kansas Colored 
Infantry was begun January 13 and 
completed May 2, 1863, when it was 
immediately sent to the field and saw 


much hard service and fighting. The 
designation of this regiment was after- | 


ward changed by the War Department 
to the Seventy-ninth United States Col- 
ored Infantry. In South Carolina the or- 
ganization of the First South Carolina 
Volunteers was completed on January 
31, 1863, its designation being afterward 
changed to Thirty-third United States 
Colored Infantry. 
Now come, in int of time, the 
Massachusetts regiments. Of these 

the organization of the Fifty-fourth 
: was commenced March 30 and com- 
pleted May 13, 1863, and that of the 
Fifty-fifth was commenced May 31 and 
completed June 22, 1863. 

Thus it is seen that prior even to 
the commencement of the organization 
of either Massachusetts regiments, the 
Thirty-third, Seventy-third, Seventy- 
fourth, Seventy-fifth, Seventy-sixth and 
Seventy-ninth Regiments United States 
Colored Infantry were in the field. 
This is from the books, and disposes of 
the claim that Massachusetts was the 
—— to enlist and employ colored sol- 

ers. 

The organization of the Massachu- 
setts regiments preceded by a very 
short time—in some cases a few days 
only—that of the First, Third, Fourth 
and Sixth United States Colored In- 
fantry. 

The Fifty-fourth Massachusetts par- 
ticipated with loss in five engagements. 
In these its loss was: Officers killed, 5; 
wounded, 18; enlisted men killed, 28; 
wounded, 196;.. missing, 144; total cas- 
ualties, 391. The Seventy-ninth (First 
Kansas) participated with loss in thir- 
teen engagements, the casualties being: 
Officers killed, 6; wounded, 9; missing, 
1; enlisted men killed, 173; wounded, 
223; missing, 17; total, 428. 

The casualties of some of the other 
regiments engaged in the campaign of 
1864-’65 were as follows: Fourth Regi- 
ment, 375; Fifth Regiment, 289; Sixth 
Regiment, 251; Seventh Regiment, 264: 
Eighth Regiment, 414; Twenty-second 
Regiment, 271. The casualties given 
are actual battle casualties. From 
these figures it will be seen that several 
regiments suffered greater loss in battle 
than did the Massachusetts regiments, 
while many regiments lost nearly as 
heavily. ‘These facts are not submitted 
with a view of detracting from the 
well-earned renown of the Massachu- 
setts regiments, but to correct some 
popular errors and to show also that 
some laurels may belong elsewhere.

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO 
A Noted Piace Which Is About to

FROM OCEAN TO OCEAN. 


ACROSS THE CONTINENT BY THE 
NORTHERN ROUTE. 


The Canadian Pacific front. Fraser 
River to Donald—On a Loco.notive 
Through the Alpine Scenery of 
the Selkirk Range. 


[Correspondence of the Boston Journal.) 

WINNIPEG (Manitoba), July 5.—In a 
previous letter 1 have described the 
first day’s journey over the Canadian 
Pacific Railway from Vancouver to 
Lytton, at which point the lift leaves 
the rapids of the Fraser River and 
plunges into the network of gorges 
and cafions which seam the eastern 
slopes of the Gold Range and the west- 
ern flanks of the Selkirks. So heavy 
and tortuous are the grades that our 
progress had been very slow; from noon 
of the first day to noon of the second 
only about 400 miles were covered, and 
from Albert Cafion, where the grand 
est scenery-of the Selkirks begins, to 


‘Calgary, where the last view of the 


surmounted Rockies is taken (a dis- 
tance of only 240 miles) fifteen hours 
more are necessary. The road is never 
level and never straight—herculean 
labors have been undertaken in blast- 
ing, bridging, tunriel-buildinz, and the 
heaviest work set ont for any locomo- 
tive on the continent is furnished in 
grades of 180, 200 and 220 feet to the 
mile. To overcome these steep slopes 
huge engines of a particular pattern 
have been made, with eight driving- 
wheels, castle-like structures, upon 
which the engineer and fireman stand 
like wardens of a tower, each machine 
weighing from 90 to 113 tons. At 
the steepest places in some of the 
passes two of these leViathans—one at 
each end of the train—are required to 
draw six or seven cars, and magnifi- 
cent is their display of power in 
doing it. 

At Albert Cafion I secured permis- 
sion to ride on the cowcatcher of the 
ninety-ton monster which had been put 
on at Revalstoke to replace the lighter 
machine that had done service on the 
more moderate gradients below. The 
sullen roar of the Illecillewaet River, a 
Norwegian-like torrent of ice-cold 
water, whose source is in the vast gla- 
ciers further eastward, was heard at 
the bottom of the pine-clad ravine; the 
mountains rose all around toa height 
of seven or eight thousand feet above 
the line, and from their snow-covered 
sides came blasts of chilling air; the 
mouth of a black tunnel yawned be- 
fore, and on the side of the peak, which 
seemed to stand directly in the path, 


‘| were seen the wide swaths which win- 


ter avalanches had cut for miles through 
the forest, leveling trees and uprooting 
ancient rocks from their beds by the 
violence of their fall. Climbing to the 
— of the coweatcher, we found our- 
selves upon a broad platform of iron, 
wide enough, almost, to allow a quad- 
rille to be danced upon it, where we ar- 
ranged some seats of shawls and rugs, 
and prepared ourselves for the thrilling 
four hours’ ride which should bring us 
to Donald, some sixty miles below. 
There is something indescribably ex- 
hilarating in riding in this fashion. 
The motion is smooth, and apparently 
twice as rapid as in the cars; the loco- 
motive seems to devour the track, and 
its hoarse breathing, and the irresist- 
acle power with which it hurls one 
through the air is most impressive. 

There was quite a little party of us 
on the front part of the locomotive, in- 
cluding the wife of the writer, and in 
this and the three days following we 
traveled some 300 miles in this Way. 
The first quarter-mile brought us to a 
lofty, curved trestle, across which the 
locomotive swept at a bound over a 
brawling stream athousand feet below. 
Above our heads were mountains four 
thousand feet in height, some so steep 
that no vegetation can find a hold upon 
them, and no stream dares take the 


leap from their heights; others of mod- 


erate slope, and covered at their tops 
with vast glaciers of blue and green 
ice. Hardly had we crossed the trestle. 
the train creeping slowly down the 
crooked line, than a rock is seen on the 
track ahead. The engine runs up to it 
cautiously and stops; the fireman 
climbs down from his perch and rolls 
the obstruction into the ravine; we 
hear it crash into the underbrush 
nearly a quarter of a mile below; the 
fireman returns to his post of work and 
watching, and on we go again. An- 
other double cajion lies lefore us, over 
which, passing by along trestle, shaped 
like a huge 8,“ we are dashed into a 
long tunnel, down which the shriek of 
the whistle sends deafening reverbra- 
tions, and the headlight a glare of un- 
earthly radiance. Outof this into the 
air again, we see a red flag standing 
beside the road, and below it a party of 
track repairers are fastening a new rail 
securely into place. 
A moment more, and we pass over it 
and strike a steep grade through an 
open piece of country, down which we 
sweep at the rate of fifty-two miles an 
hour. The quickness with which the 
train was * ＋ at sight of the rock 
in the way, the warning of the red flag, 
the sight of watchers with flags and 
lantern at every tunnel, the constant 
succession of long trestle and snow- 
taken to make the line secure.

line suffered much damage and delay 
by storms and avalanches, it will soon 
bid defiance to the elements and run its 
trains from sea to sea as promptly as 
any other road upon the continent. 

At every mile or two we pass large 
gangs of men who are shoveling away 
the banks from which slides of earth

Passing over a bewildering succession 
of gorges and gulches, we come into a 
narrow valley between two precipitous 
mountains, and plunge into the first of 
aggregatin 
twenty-five miles in length, which ed 
tect the track from winter storms. 
Upon the tops of the sheds are still im- 
mense accumulations of snow, which 
give the air a sepulchral chill and damp- 


ness, and make us shiyer with cold. In 
one of the largest of these sheds we are. 
greeted with a barrel or two of ice-cold 
water in our faces; a mountain torrent, 
to divert which a sluiceway has been 
built over the top of the snowshed, has 
worn a partial passage through, and 
drenches us to the skin. Never mind! 
A half hour's rush against the wind 
that blows outside warms and dries us 
and the thought of discomfort is lost- 
sight of in the ne | of our experi- 
ence. Passing through the first line of 
snow-sheds, the country mes more 
and more wild, the streams, guiches 
and trestles more frequent, the moun- 
tains loftier. and closing in more 
threateningly. The increasing alti- 
tude is shown by the steady fall of 
the temperature, by the clouds that 
sweep by close above our heads, and 
show between their masses spots and 
patches of cold, steely. blue. Light 
dashes of rain now and then come 
against our faces as we sit with our 
backs against the warm boiler ef the 
laboring engine, and about the tep of 
the mountain that rises,glacier-capped 
3000 feet above us, a violent storm of 
snow, eddying and whirling in blinding 
gusts, is seen raging. 

We are now ascending the western 
slope of the Selkirks, and just below 
the Glacier louse, where we stop for 
an excellent dinner, we come upon the 
remarkable piece of engimeering called 
“the Loop. Here the barriers of the 
mountains present an ascent so steep 
that no locomotive could possibly sur- 
mount it, and accordingly a series of 
loops is built along the sides of the 
cafions, by which the obstacle is finally 
surmounted. We come upon this sys- 
tem by a huge trestle shaped like a 
horseshoe, and skirt the edge of the 
brawling stream. X scene of surpass- 
ing beauty and grandeur is here dis- 
closed. At the left rises the lofty Sir 
Donald Mountain, with its immense 
glacier; source of the troubled IIleeille- 
waet, and at the right stands Sentinel 
Rock, five thousand feet in height, 
which seems to have been split in twain 
by some vast convulsion of Nature, and 
left with a face of perpendicular rock 
fronting the valley below. Sweeping 
under this, with steady rise of grade 
the track crosses another trestle, and 
bends back upon itself directly above 
the level already traversed. One hun- 
dred and fifty feet below us is the line 
over Which we had passed a quarter of 
an hour before; so close at hand that 
we could have snapped a pea upon it— 
yet to gainthis ascent we have run 
nearly three miles. 

The entire “loop” is six miles in 
length, and by it — two miles of 
actual, direct progress is made; but the 
wished-for elevation is thereby at- 
tained, and the track, having overcome 
an apparently insurmountable obsta- 
cle, sweeps on eastward again. 

The ride in the sharp air has given 
us an excellent appetite for the dinner 
that awaits us at the Glacier House— 
an establishment like a Swiss chalet in 
form, like an English inn in cosiness 
and quaintness, owned by the railway 
company, and giving from its windows 
a superb view of the mountain and the 
vast glacier (than which there is noth- 
ing in Switzerland more impressive) 
which crowns its summit and seams its 
sides. The glacier extends from near 
the top of the mountain, a mile and a 
quarter in perpendicular height above 
the track, toa point only a few hun- 
dred feet above the hotel. The glacier 
is easily explored, and the place may 
fairly be called the Chamounix of 
America. Refreshed by the meal and 
by the half-hour’s rest that it has per- 
mitted, we climb upon the front of the 
locomotive again and go toiling up the 
steep two miles that still remain before 
the summit of the Selkirks is attained. 
Here we strike the longest of the 
snow sheds, a vast structure formed of 
acrib of beams securely anchored in 
place by tons of rock, against which 
the heaviest avalanches break ineffec- 
tually. The summit of the Selkirks is 
reached at Roger’s Pass, 4300 feet 
ubove sea level, named from its discov- 
erer, Major Rogers, in 1883, whose foot 
was the first that ever penetrated into 
these wild ravines. The pass hes be- 
tween two huge peaks, the Hermit and 
Mt. Carroll, that upon the right stand- 
ing 9000 feet above the track, and in- 
closing a vast system of glaciers, every 
detail of which can be seen from our 
»st of vantage upon the locomotives. 
The superb effects of light and shade 
and color upon these measureless ice- 
fields is utterly beyond description, 
while the innumerable cascades, from 
200 to 1000 feet in height, which pour 
from them, add greatly to the interest 
and charm of the imposing scene. 
Under these gigantic mountains, and 
mere specks in the vastness of the land- 
scape, are ant-like bodies of men, 
diminutive brown gnomes, some with 
toy-like barrows and spades, others 
swinging tiny hammers and plying in- 
finitesimal drills, as ineffectual, seem- 
ingly, as woodpeckers would be, in 
their weak tappings against the iron- 
like crags. 

But presently the musical chink of 
the hammer ceuses, the insect men re- 
tire, and in another moment an explo- 
sion occurs which shakes the Hermit 
until he loses a stone from his crown 
and lets an avalanche slip from his 
hand, and the side of a hill springs out- 
ward and falls. Then the hordes of 
minute workers return to the charge 
again, and in spite of rock and ice 
avalanche and torrent, the crooked 
ways are made straight, and.the rough 
places plain, for the onward march of 
civilization. Beyond the summit, we 
run down grades as steep as those we 
had before ascended, on our way 


deep and rocky gorge by a bridge 298 
feet in height and 750 feet in length, 
built here with infinite labor, and at a 
cost of a quarter of a million dollars. 
Just beyond it, running into a narrow 
cutting, the train moving by its own 
momemtum, merely, on the down 
grade, the air-brakes hissing as the en- 
gineer holds the locomotive in control, 
we see a red flag, held by a man who 
says there is trouble below. 

He climbs into the cab and we move 
on slowly until, around the curve, we 
see where a huge boulder has slipped 
upon the line froma sloping bank of 
rock and grove). We all get down and 
make Sysiphi of ourselves, and strain 
and groan until the obstacle is rolled 
out of place; the distance between the 
rails at the point where the rock fell is 
measured to see if anything has 
started by the blow; the massive steel 
bars are found to be unbent, and we 
are sweeping around the curves and 
over the trestles again and watching 
the ever-changing and beautiful scen
